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Cold Weather Concrete 


L. J. SMITH 


ONCRETE is one of the most 
| valuable buliding malerials 
Without it most of our mod 
lern developments would have been 
| impossible. It is easy to use, is not 
expensive, and if the job is properly 
Gone will last indefinitely 
Why is it, then, that we see so 
many examples of poor concrete 
| construction? It certainly is not the 
| fault of the cement, which is a prod 
uct of uniform high quality. This in 
ferior concrete is due to improper 
methods of mixing and placing this 
| Valuable wuilding matenal 
| Much of the concrete work of the 
farm is done in cold weather when 
the men are not needed in the felds 
Often the days and nights are cold 
sometimes frosty, and the sand and 
gravel used With the cement are at 
freezing temperatures 
(juite a number of items are es 


sential to good concrete construc 





| thon In the limited space of this 
j}article only a few can be stressed 
| Fi st, one must recall that concrete 
| hardens because of the chemical ac 
| tion of the cement and the water 
added to the mix This water-ce 
ment is the glue. The hardening ac 


tion is hastened by high tempera 


tures. Hot summer days and warm 
nights are ideal for concrete con 
struction As the temperature ap 
proaches freezing, this chemical ac 
tion slows down and (practically 
ceases at 32 degrees F 

Wher mixing concrete in cold 
weather, the sand and gravel must 
be warmed. This is quite easily done 
by using a piece of sheet iron pipe 
or corrugated culvert, Keeping a fre 
inside and piling the aggregates over 
the hot pipe just before mixing with 
he cement which should be kept in 


‘ ad place till just before 


using. Hot water is also used in the 
mix. In other words, get the con 
rete into the forms a8 warm as 
possible. Be sure to mix very thor 
oughly and don't use too much wa 
ter—this is very important. After 
mixing, the concrete should not slip 
down if piled up in a steep cone as 
high as its base. Also, no free water 
should run out at the base
